PiTTsHi Hii, July 23 — Excitement was 
at fever heat in local coal niininp: cir- 
cles yesterday. The operators were ap- 
parently prepared for any demoustra- 
tion, and before nightfall thej were 
OOOTlaotd that matters hod token a se- 
rlona tnm. Early in the morninK about 
5(X) miners from the Finleyville district 
marched on the Bnuola mines on the 
rlTer and succeeded in bringing the 
men at work oat. Sheriff Lowry of 
this coonty ha« a force of depaties 
ready for .dnty at a moment'a notice 
and tronble ie looked for at any time. 
The deputies are in readiness to ^^o to 
the mines of the New York and Cleve- 
land Gas Coal company. A iiiarr!\ on 
the Turtle Creek, Plum Creek and 
Sandy Creek mine is expected at any 
time. It was learned from reliable au- 
thority that each a march was in con- 
t( iiiplatiou, biit wonld not take place 
until the latter part of tlie week. 

At ("anoiiKburfr it was r»'i)orted that 
1,(10(1 men would march to the coal 
mines and stay tli<Te until tlic diptfjers 
came out. Sheritl' Clark of Wa.-ihiiip- 
ton county was on hand with a larjfe 
number of deputies and trouble was e.\- 
perted if the strikiTS attempted tO force 
the tiien to (luit work. 

Till' iiiiiuTs' leaders coiitinui's at work 
In an i llort to f;et the miners in the 
Connellsville coke reffion out, hut dis- 
patches from Uniontown and iJunbar 
indicate that they are meeting with 
p(K)r success. A I'niontown dispatcli 
Kays the leaders are very much dislieart 
ened and admit privately that they 
have failed to create any strike sym- 
pathy. The Hedstouo miners, it is 
claimed, will be back next week. Dun 
bar dispatches say there is very little 
pt)bability that the coke region will 
become a factor in the strike. 

The new state law to compel opera- 
tors to weigh the coal before it is 
screened and to pay the miners on its 
baais, is to be tested to its fullest extent 
and the whtde uniformity agreement 
hinges on this test. A large number of 
operators ore putting in scales so aa to 
weigh the cool according to the new 
law, but others are preparing to fight it. 
Among the latter is W. P. Dearniit, 
who says the law can be abrogated by 
the ricbt ef priTate contract, and be in- 
tends to test it by the contract he has 
w4th his men. Under this contract he 
agrees to pay his men 64 cents per ^,000 

Ginuds for coal screened over one-half 
ch screen, with nothing to be paid for 
ooal dropping through said screen. He 
claims the miner has a right to mine 
coal to be paid for after aoreeniag and 
that the operator can alio pay the miner 
in this fashion. 

A member of the arbitration commis- 
sion said last night that the new anti- 
Boreeninir law would cnt a flgnre in the 
new agreement and the law wonld be 
thoroughly tested before it is incorpo- 
rated in the agreement. 

The arUtmtors were at woric among 
the Pittsburg operators yesterday and 
they are trying every means to bring 
about a meeting of the operators. So 
far they have been nnsuccessfnl in ar- 
ranging for a meeting, but it is hoped 
to accomplish this shortly. Mayor Ford 
said that he had not consented to call a 
meeting and that he would not do so, 
i^thongh it had been suggested to him 
that such a proceeding would be the 
best thing to do under the circum- 
stances. 

A Wheeling dispatch saTS the minors 

at the Boggs mine refnsea to come out 
when requested by a committee of 
strikers to do so, and arrangements are 
being made, for a demonstration of 
strikers there. While it is declared to 
be a peaceful demoustratiou another 
refusal to come out may precipitate 
trouble. 

SHERIFF CALLED OUT. 



Armed Itepiitire Guard the lilte Minn 
Near Falruiont, \V. Vn. 

F'intMONr, July 38,— Armed deputy 
sheriffs of the county now guard the Hito 
mine at Kings, three miles above here on 
the Tygart's valley river. The sheriff was 
called there yesterday afternoon as the 
operators feared an outbreak, but no ar- 
rests were made. Early in the morning 
the drivers at that mine joined the 
strikers as a result of the efforts of 
Crawford Temple, a Monongah miner, 
who, since joining the union, has 
proved as efficient a missionary as the 
organizers could desire. The t);ii rators 
secured new drivers in an lumr and at 
noon over half of t)ie miners came out. 

Then the second lot of drivers tlirew 
up their positions and some of the men 
began stoning the miners, who were 
forced-to leave their work, and who had 
assembled in front of the mine. Holf 
Hite, the snperinteudeut, scMin liad his 
falthfiU Winchester in his hands, and 
three shots quenched the enthusiasm of 
all the strikers but one, who made for 
Hite with a pick, but he was driven off 
at the point of a revolver. The opera- 
tors, however, feared another oatbreok 
and called on the county officials for 
aid. Organizers are there and they say 
all the men will join the strikers, but 
Hite states that all or most of the men 
wonld remain at work. 

"At our conference," said President 
Ratohford last night, "it was decided to 
give the Fairmont district more atten- 



tion as we feel confident that the 
miners can be gotten out. I speak at 
Sionongoh this afternoon andatFair- 
numt tonight." 

ILLINOIS MINEW8.

Pprtno Vai.t.ey. Ills., .Tuly 2:?.— The 
miners' union of this city lias sent .Toliii 
Mitchell, a prominent organizer, to 
Kowance and Galva, where there are 
little mines that have been working all 
through the suspension. Those miners, 
it was said, would come out if re- 
quested. 

Not a mine at Bureau county is at 
work now, e.xcept one at Sheffield, and 
it is said that an effort will soon be 
made to get those men out. The miners 
ol this vicinity think their chances of 
wiiiniiiK are good, and thfiy have com- 
mittees out actively at work soliciting 
aid. BnsinoM men of this city met in 
the city hall last night to toike steps 
looking to the relief of the miners. 

fiot a Minor at Work. 

Bloomixijton, Ills., July 23. — Com- 
plete suspension of mining began yes- 
terday at the shaft of the McLean 
Ooanty Ooal company. Not on* of the 
800 minen, union or nonunion, report- 
ed for work. Petfect peace reigns and 
there is no nraMnt indication of trouble 
of any kind.

M'KINLEY'S VACATION. 

If Congri-u Adjourn ( lie Will liegln It 
Next Wedneatlny. 

Washisoton, July 28.— President Mc- 
Kinley will leave Washington next 
Wednesday for his summer vacation on 
Lake Cham plain, prodded congress ad- 
journs in time to permit it. He will 
proceed directly to Plattsburj:, on the 
west side of the lake, not stopping at 
any intermediate point if it is possible 
to avoid so doing. It is the intention 
of the president to have all of his an- 
nouncements of executive action taken 
while he is on his vacation made 
through the regular machinery at 
Washmgton, hia purpose being to se- 
cure relief from the cares of bnsmess as 
far as possible. 

Secretary Sherman has arranged to 
leave Washington for Amagansett, on 
Long Island, this week. His daughter. 
Mrs. McOaUnm. is summering at that 
place, and the secretary expects the 
change in dimate will assist nim in re- 
covenng his heakh.

I further find that several 
persons residing in Chillicothe were in- 
strumental in placing unduly larpe 
quantities of whisky in the hands of 
the deceased that he might be kept in a 
continued state of intoxication and 
they wrongfully induced him to give 
them a luge portion of his money 
while he was in an intoxicated condi- 
tion." A number of arrests will be 
made by the police.

Washinoton. ,Tnly ja.— The insult 
offered to the flag of Portugal by a party 
of students in southern California on 
the Fourth of July is not expected to 
lead to any complications.

MANY PEOPLE MAY BE DROV/NED. 



The Kntlra County i:niit anil Wmt For 
Twenty .Milri Was I'loodeil— <. rvat l>aiu- 
H|;« Done to I'roperty— Itaiiway Line* 
the Orcateat ffutrerem— Tralile Entirely 
Suspended on Some Road*. 
Yoi vfisTowN, ().. July* 88. — At 7 
o'clock last night a ferrilic elondburst 
struck this town, flooding the entire 
valley and causing great damage to 
property, both in the city and along the 
railway lines. Many people are sup- 
posed to be drowned. The entire county 
east and west for mi!e> \n as flooded 
and the damage will be enormous, the 
railroads being the heaviest losers. The 
Erie railroad, west of Warren, 14 miles, 
and north of Aharon for the same dis- 
tance, was entirely flooded out, and or- 
ders were issned to discoutiuue all 
trains. 

Many re>idenc; s here were flooded 
out, and tlie o<.'eui)ants were taken 
a\N ay by the police and fire deijart- 
meiits. 

Ihe Catholic chnrcli at Xiles was 
struck by liKhtning at th ' same li<iur 
and nearly destroyed by fire, while 
business honsts and manufacturing 
concerns were flooded out. 

Henry Myers, a tailor, while standing 
at his resirlence on Mill street, was 
h'.n.ek by lightning and killed instant- 
ly. He leaves a faniilv. 

( )n every railn>a<l loading into the 
city comes reports of extejisive wash- 
outs and bridges swept away and offi- 
cials say the loss will be the heaviest 
they have ever known. 

The cloudburst occurred about 10 
miles out along Crab creek, running 
into tho city in the northeast along the 
Erie and Lake ^hore railroads, and 
emptying into the Mahoning river near 
the Lake Shore depot. The water did 
not begin to rise much in the city until 
after 9 o'clock. At about 10 o'clock the 
\\ ator came down the valley into the 
city and formi>d into a flood, sweeping 
everything that was not fastened down 
before it. The bed of the creek woa not 
more than 20 feet wide, and the flood 
spread out to a width of about 3,000 
f l et. It rose quickly and in less than 
uO minutes the water was up to the sec- 
ond story of all the dwelling houses in 
the flooded districts. 

It is a certain^ that not all of the 
people escaped from the houses. The 
wluile district was covered with dark- 
ness, except one small place where a 
lone electric light shone. Firemen, po- 
lice and others were on hand quiclcly. 
but were powerless to rescue anybody, 
as not a boat of any kind was to be had 
in that portion of the city. The cries 
of the people in the houses were heart- 
rending to those who stood at the 
water s edge and were forced to retreat 
slowly on account of tne gradually ris- 
ing water.

It li Aaaln Droldeil rnconttltsUoaal hf 
Judge Showaltor. 
Indiawapolib, July 28.— Judge Sho- 
walter of the federal court has sent 
down from Chicago his decision on the 
S cent car fare law. He sustains his 
former opinion and holds the law to be 
unconstitutional. His former decision 
held that the law applying to Indianap- 
olis only, purporting to ftx the street 
car fore at 8 cents, was void. He 
granted an injunction restraining the 
(ity and state oSipers from enforcing 
the law and the company from obey- 
ing it.
